THE GAG LAW TO BE 
PLIED NEXT FRIDAY. 
SMITH’S MOTION VIGOROUSLY AS- 

SAILED BY MR. GLADSTONE AND MR, 

PARNELL—THE BODYKE EVICTIONS. 
LONDON, June 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons this evening Mr. Smith moved the resolu- 
tion previously announced requesting that at 10 

P. M. on the 17th inst. the Chairman forthwith 

put the question on avy motion, amendment, or 

proposal touching the clause of the Crimes bill 
then under discussion, then on the clause 
itself, and finaily on each remaining clause. 

He urged that whe step was forced upon the 

Government by continued obstruction. It was 

absolutely necessary for the dignity and effi 

elency of the House that deliberate attempts to 
prevent the progress of business should be de- 
feated. It was now the fourth month of the ses- 

Sion and practically nothing bad been done. The 

whole course of legislation had been stopped. 

The Government desired that due considera- 

tion be given to the rights of the minority 

and respect shown for the traditions of 
liberty and freedom attached to the insti- 
tutions of the country. ([Derisive Parnellite 
laughter.] But it was undoubtedly the duty of 

the Government in circumstances without a 

parallel in the history of Parliament, to call 

upon the House to take measures to prevent the 
minority from setting at defiance the controlling 


power of the majority. It was impossible for a 
overnment representing the majority to yield 
to the obstruction of the minority. The Govern- 
ment might bedisplaced by an adverse vote 
and then be bound to appeal to the country, but 
while sustained by the majority of the House 
they must carry on the business of the country. 
The debates over the Crimes bill had become a 
travesty, bringing ridicule, diserace, and con- 
tempt upon Parliament. He appealed to the 
House to support the Government in trying to 
restore order in their proceedings. [Cheers. } 

Mr. Gladstone said that a longer notice should 
have been given of this important motion. The 
present state of business andthe entire paralysis 
of Parliament had caused inteuse dissatisfaction 
throughout the country, but the position had 
been brought about by the Government them- 
selves. [Cries of “Hear! Hear!’’] They had 
been pursuing the false and evil policy of 
eorrcion witheut the justification pleaded on 
former occasions. They had disregarded all 
the usages apd traditions of Parliament in 
the conduct of the measure which they had 
under the name of Crimes Dill introduced. 
Toe measure was directed against combination 
apart from erime. [** Hear! Hear!’] He would 
suggest to the Government that a rational mode 
to expedite the.bill would be to make it tempor- 
ary instead of permanent, ani to strike out all 
the provisions touching combination apart from 
crime, assuring [Irish tenants of the same protec- 
tion in respect to ineir land strikes as is given 
English artisans in their labor strikes, [Cheers 
and cries of “No!”) If the Government re- 
jected that remedy and had no other to propose, 
the offeusive character of the bill would be re- 
tained in fullforee. He did not wish to create 
dificulty by offering opposition which he knew 
would be ineffectual. He would therefore, con- 
tent himself with protesting against the course 
bow preposed. 

Mr. Parnell said he could not understand the 
Zatuity of the Government iu rushing blindfold 
along a road which they bad already seen would 
lead to the greatest disorder in Ireland. The 
Government speakers had harped on the theme 
of “obstruction.” As amatter of fact the Irish 
members had not lifted one voice against any 
measure except this Cvercion bill, which 
they were bound lo resist to the utmost.

The ery of obstruction was not genuine 
when raised by men who did not de- 
sire to advance public business. Let the 


Government proceed with the real business of 
the nation instead of wasting time over a 
Crimes bill applying to a nation where crime 
Was aamittedly at a minimum. He concluded 
by moving an amendment that the House de- 
cline to sanction a resolution limiting freedom 
of debate and assailing the rights of miuorities. 
[Cheers. }

EVENTS IN THE FATHERLAND. 
THE EMPEROR ILL — UNSER FRITZS 

CASE—OPPRESSION IN REICHSLAND. 

BERLIN, June 10.—It is officially an- 
nounced that Emperor William, in consequence 
of an abdominal cramp, las been confined to his 
bed for the last few days. He is also suffering 
from catarrhal irritation of the eyelids. 

Herr Lalanze, a member of the Reichstag from 
the Mulhausen circle, has been ordered to leave 
Alsace within 24 hours. Herr Lalanze is an act- 
ive protester and is charged with having sup- 
ported the French Patriotic League, 

Dr. Mackenzie and all the German specialists 
in attendance upon the Crown Prince hejid a 
very long consultation to-day. Prof. Virchow 
reported the result of his microscopical exam- 
ination of the growth last removed from the 
Prince’s throat. The report was exceedingly 
reassuring, and ieft no doubt of the ultimate re- 
covery of the Crown Prince. Dr. Mackenzie 1s 
now on his way to London. The Crown Prince 
will start for London on Monday, and during his 
stay there will reside near the Crystal Palace. 
Dr. Mackenzie will visit him regularly. - 

The Reichstag to-day discussed the bill pro- 
viding for the selection of Burgomasters in Al- 
sace-Lorrains, outside of the Communal Coun- 
cils. Government Commissary Bach declared 
that the bill was not intended as a penalty tor 
the result of the recent elections, and that it 


merely restored a regulation which had been ex- 
istent prior to the annexation of the province. 


Minister von Puttkamer said that the bill was ir 
no sense coercive, and that it would strengthen 


the Administration aud restrain outside influ- 
ences which were disquieting Alsace-Lorraine.

EARTHQUAKES IN TURKESTAN. 
A TOWN DESTROYED AND 120 PERSONS 
KILLED. 


St. PETERSBURG, June 10.—Several shocks 
of earthauake have occurred at Vernome, in 





Turkestan. The town was almost entirely de- 
sStroyed. One hundred and twenty persons were 
killed and 125 injured. 


Among the latter is Gen. 
Friede, the Governor of the province of Semiret- 


chinsk. Shocks still continue to be felt at inter- 
vals. 


The inhabitants of the town are panic- 
stricken, and have fled for safety to the open 


country.

WASHINGTON, June 10.—Quite a ripple 
was occasioned to-day in diplomatic circles, by 
the giving out for publication of Secretary 
Bayard’s’ correspondence with Minister West 
on the subject of ‘‘assisted” Irish immigration. 
The plan of attempting to quieta disaffected 
populace by a wholesale system of deportation, 
was not unfamiliar to several of the distin- 
guished foreign representatives who still linger 
in Washington awaiting the President's return 
before taking their Summer vacations, but the 
plan developed by Minister West ‘tunder in- 
structions,” of attempting to bring about this 
result indetailby “assisted” immigration was 
something new as an international question, 
Consequently, the singular franknessof Minister 
West’s questions and the direct incisiveness of 
Secretary Bayard’s replies, have attracted more 
than ordinary attention. The publication of this 
correspondence on the heels of Editor O’Brien’s 
visit ana while the Salisbury Cabinet is wrestling 
with the subject of coercion, may not assist in 
directing British sentiment in the way the ex- 
isting Government desires it to go, but it brings 
to the front the pressing question whether the 
time has not arrived for some further legislative 
checks to be placed uponimmigration generally, 


not of one race or people alone. This question, 
it is believed, will be urged with some force on 
the next Congress. The olticial correspondence 
is in substance as follows: ° 


Under date of April 25, 1887, Minister West in- 
quires whether, under existing laws, Irish emi- 
grants sent out at the public cost, and who have 
iriends in the United States able to help and sup- 
pot them, will be allowed to land. 

The reply of Secretary Bayard is dated May 7. 
After acknowledging the receipt of Minister West’s 
communication, the Secretary says: “ Ky section 2 
of an act of Congress approved Aug. 3, 1882, to reg- 
ulate immigration to the United States it is provided 
that the officers Charged with the duty of supervis- 
ing such immigration shall examine into the condi- 
tion of persons arriving in the ports of the United 
States, and that ‘ifon such examination there shall 
be found * * * any person unable to take care of 
himself or herself without becoming a public 


The Board of Inspection of the Navy Depart- 
ment succeeded in having the order recently is- 
sued directing itto visit Newport, New-York, 
Philadelphia, and Annapolis, to inspect vessels, 


s0 modified that only a trip, taking in New-York 
and Philadelphia, was made necessary. At New- 
York, three ironclads ant two tugboats were 
inspected and at Philadelphia three ironclads. 
At Washington, the board inspected the iron- 
clads laid up here and the ship at the yard. This 
is the regular inspection of lronelads made every 
four years, in order to determine what amount is 
necessary to kecp them ina state of preservation 
and how much money would be required to ren- 
der them seaworthy in case their services should 
be required. The board reports that all the ves- 
sels could be put in condition ata cost not ex- 
ceeding $75,000.

One of the effects of the commercial agreement 
made by Secretary Bayard with the Spanish 
Government last October is shown by a dispatch 


received at the Department of State announcing 
that the American ship Celina arrived at Havana 
a few days ago with a full cargo from the River 
Platte. This is said to be the tirst American 
vessel that has arrived at Havana direct from 
the River Platte in 60 years, the differential 
duties that ruled in favor of Spanish vessels be- 
fore the agreement was ratified, having excluded 
American vessels from this trade.

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STRANGE CRIMINAL TRIAL 


A MAN WHO EVADED JUSTICE 
FOR KLEVEN YEARS. 
HOW A FORGER GOT A POSTPONEMENT 
FROM TIME TO TIME AND AT LAST 

WAS CONVICTED. 


Detroit, Mich., June 10.—One of the most 
singular criminal trials, considering the curious 
and remarkable circumstances attending it, ever 
known in the history of the courts of this State 
has justcome to a conclusion in the Circuit 
Court of Calhoun County. Twelve years ago 
James W. Pugsley, of Battle Creek, was a well 
known character of that village. He had ac- 
quired quite a comfortable property as a farmer 
aud moved into town, partly to take life easier, 
but more to indulgeinw natural propensity for 
speculation. He speedily developed into a note 
shaver, loanerof money on mortgages, and aman 
ready to take advantage of other people’s neces- 
sities todrive a hard bargain, andin this line 
developed a great deal of shrewdness and added 
rapidly to his accumulations. Otherwise he 
Was @ grossly Ignorant man, knew nothing of 
books, and made the most ludicrous blunders in 
the use of the English ianguage. About the 
period already mentioned the death occurred of 
aman named Amasa L. Clark, a long-time resi- 
dent of Battle Creek, noted both for his great 


wealth, his methods of acquiring and hang- 
ing on to his money, his aversion § to 
the tax-gatherer, and his fondness for dealings 
his friends called shrewd and his enemies sharp 
practice. Clark held a mourceage of $9,000 upon 
a farin owned by one Calvin P. White. Puysley 
asserted that he had heard Clark say that he 
intended to discharge the mortgage iu return for 
services rendered by White, aud he conceived 
the idea of forging a receipt und discharge. He 
urged White and a mau named E, B. Morey into 
the plotand precured some blank paper upon 
which he caused Morey, who was an expert pen- 
man, to forge Clark's signature under his dicta- 
tion. The forgery was eventuaily discovered, 
but not until Pugsley, in the course of some 
legal proceedings connected with the mortgage, 
had committed deliberate perjury in the en- 
deavor to carry out the original scheme. 

Morey was subsequentiy convicted of the 
forgery, aud has beeu in State prisun for seven 
years. 

Pugsley was also indicted for the crime, but 
for 11 years has succeeded in bafflivg the courts 
by a series of the most astounding and success- 
ful performances, untilift had come to_be ac- 
cepted in the general belief that he would never 
be tried atall. He readily succeeded in giving 
bail, and has been ail this time at liberty, but 
has lived suspected and largely shunued by his 
neighbors aud acquaintances. For 44 = sue- 
cessive terms of the court has this case 
been on the calendar for trial, only to be 
put over each time, generally through the cun- 
ning of Pugsley. All this time witnesses were 
liable to die or move away, while the facts of the 
case bad altogether faded from general knowl- 
edge. Had not the crime itself been so largely a 
matter of record and written evidence itis doubt- 
ful if these tactics would not have eventuated 
in the tinal dropping of the case. But the court 
has insisted throughout the whole affair that 
there should be a trial, and when often defeated 
in its purpose bas simply postponed the trial 
and refused to discontinue it. 

Pugsley always responded when his case was 
called or produced sufficient showiug under the 
rules of the court to putitovertreterm. He 
claimed to be the victim of aspecies of fits which 
would attack him without & moment's warning. 
At ail times his hands would shake as though he 
was suffering a violent fitof ague. When taken 
with this tit hé would fall upon the floor, writhe 
in convulsions that were really frightful to wit- 
ness, clutch at anything within his reach, bark, 
yelp, and whine marvelously like a dog, froth at 
the mouth, and present such a spectacle as 
quickly to empty the court room of spectators, 
jurors, and witnesses. Over and over again was 
this game plaved, aud every time with the great- 
est success. The court was compelled to adjourn 
the trial or give up doing business. Between 
terms of court these fits never attacked their 
victim, but Le asserted that any undue excite- 
ment would surely bring them on, and proceed- 
ed to produce lndisputable proof when occasion 
demanded. 

Suspicions grew apace that all this wasa most 
cunningly aud wonderfully executed piece of 
deception, until it became the settled belief. 
Nevertheless, the performance would unfailingly 
empty the court room every time, so startling 
and revolting was itin all its details, and carried 
out with suc paenemenal perfection. Finally 
it was determined that the case should be tried 
at the present term, and the case came on this 
week. Pugsley responded as usual. Apparently 
@ man over 60 years of axe, his head was bent 
down to his chest, and from under his constant- 
ly moving gray eyebrows peered a pair of keen 
eyes, the lids of which dropped and raised witha 
fluttering motion every few seconds. His 
hands shook, and his whole appearance was that 
ofaman laboring under some severe nervous 
ditticulty. This time he found that the court 
meant business of au ironciad sort. Upon being 
asked if he had counsel he replied that he de- 
sired none, and would manage his own case. 
The court suggested that he would probably 
need the services of a lawyer, but he persisted 
in refusing to have anything to do with one. 
During the impaneling or the jury he shrewdly 
questioned them to discover any latent pre- 
judices they might have. but the panel was 
tilled with little difficulty, and the trial pro- 
ceeded. The forged papers were produced and 
evidence of Pugsley’s perjury cleariy shown. In 
his cross questioning he displayed a very clear 
and accurate memory of facts and dates, and 
trequently put the most intelligent witnesses at 
fault by his superior knowledge. 

Fiually the prosecution produced Morey, the 
forger, asa witness, bringing him from prison 
for the purpose. Puysley’s attention for the 
moment had been attracted elsewhere about the 
room. He had no intimation of Morey’s pres- 
ence in the town, no expectation of seeing him 
on the trial. Turning suddenly, he caught a 
glimpse of the witness. The effect demoralized 
him for the rest of the day. He went off intoa 
fit straightway, exciting the greatest alarm in 
the courtroom. Thespectacle of the old man 
wallowing upon the fluor, gnashing his teeth, 





yelping, barking, digging his tingers inte 
the crevices, and writhing as if in 
the clutches of a demon was too much 


tor the nerves of the most hardened and indif- 
ferent; oniy the Judge and the Prosecuting At- 
tourney matntained their equilibrium. They 
were determined that the trial should proceed, 
no matter at what cost of delay und trouble. A 
recess was taken until the tit was over and the 
trial was resumed. But Morey had not pro- 
ceeded five minutes in his narrative of events 
before another fit waltzed Pugsley off his chair 
and sent him trembling about the floor, again 
causing a general stampede from the court room. 
This was repbuted several times during the giv- 
ing of Morey’s testimony, but the court was pa- 
tient and firmly persistent, and the evidence, 
after several recesses, was finally concluded, 
while Pugsley’s legal rights were at the same 
tiine carefully protected by the court. 

White, the other dupe of the defendant, was 
also produced and gave his testimony. The 
prosecution made out their case without a flaw. 
Puysiley introduced several wituesses in bis be- 
half, finally calling his son-in-law to the stand, 
which was the sigual tor another demonstration, 
with variations. Suddenly jumping from his 
chair, Pugsley rushedout of the room, ran down 
stairs, went back of the Court House, and lay 
down on the grass. Here he writhed, twisted, 
rolled his eyes about, and gave voice to growls, 
snarls, and  supprssed _— shrieks. It was 
the same distressing sight witnessed by the 
crowd in attendance ata safe distance. Twice 
before during the afternoon he had gone threugh 
sitnilar performances; the first time the cries of 
his wife mingled with the other noises and add- 
Ing tothe xeneral unpleasantness of the situa- 
tion. The last exhibition was about 5 o’clock 
in the afteruoon, and the court adjourned till 
morning. 

At the opening of court yesterday Pugsiley did 
not appear, and sent word that he was in too 
feebie a condition to be present. The Judge, 
however, ordered his attendance, and he was 
brought in by two officers, but was hardly placed 
in bis chair before-he fell to the floor with un- 
usual emphasis. aud went off in his writhing, 
snarling, and gibbering, The court then ordered 
bim curried into the wituess room, where he 
kept up a sertesof yells and contortions through- 





out the forenoon, But afternoon found the 
Judge still quieily insisting upon trying the 
cuse, and Pugsley’s witnesses finally complet- 
' ed what little testimony they realy lad 
to give. The prosecution then introduced 
four physicians, all of whow testified that the 
| fits were simulated and uot real, and the case 
was closed. This was at 5:30in the afternoon. 


It was time to adjourn, but the court proposed 
to see the thing through. Short work was made 
charge, and the jury bad equal brevity in 
wriving at their conclusion that the defendant 
Was guilty in mwanner torm as cebarged, 
whereupon Judge, without Whiting to give 
him the benefit of another exhibitiou, promptly 
to State prison for 10 years. A

THE PRESIDENT AT HOME. 


HIS BREAKFAST WITH GOV. HILL AND 
JOURNEY TO WASHINGTON. 


ALBANY, June 10.—Gov. Hill ate his first 
breakfast in the new Executive Mansion with a 





distinguished company this morning. At his re- 
quest Adjt.-Gen. Porter and Col. Rice, his pri- 


vate secretary, met the Presidential party at the 
station and escorted its members to the mansion 
in carriages. The President’s private car Mar- 
aquita reached the Delaware and Hudson Canal 
station at 7 o’clock. Its occupants were the Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Cleveland, Col. and Mrs. Lamont, 
and Dr. John G. Rosman and wife, of Brooklyn. 
Mr. and Mrs. Rosman immediately went to Troy 
to call upon friends. The Governor was stand- 
ing upon the steps of his wansion bare- 
headed when the carriages rolled under the 
porch. The ladies insisted upon seeing the man- 
sion before breakfast and Host Hill escorted 
them first to the handsome guest chamber, then 
to his billiard room on the floor above. There 


he flung open the doors to the baleony, which 
commands a maguiticent view of the Hudson 
and the country to the east. The 30 minutes 
which he devoted to guiding his guests from 
point to point were the proudest of his bachelor 
ife. The breakfast was served in tbe 
state dining room, at the head of 
whose mahogany table the Governor ex- 
pects to be a MacGregor for exactly four 
years six months and twenty days from date. 
The breakfast party comprised President Cleye- 
land and Mrs. Cleveland, Gov. Hill, Col. Lamont 
aud Mrs. Lamont, Adjt.-Gen. Porter, Col. Rice, 
and Cowmissioner “Muller, of the Court of 
Claims. After the meal was served the visitors 
explored the lower parts of the house. Capitol 
Commissioner Perry, who not only built the 
mansion, but also selected the carpets, the cur- 
tains, and the furniture, was highly compli- 
mented by Mrs. Cleveland und Mrs. Lamont 
for his remarkable taste and the won- 
derful skill he has ‘displayed in harmon- 
izing the details of the interior. Mrs. Cleveland 
threw back the mahogany cover of the new 
piano and seating herself before the keys played 
&lively air. [t was the first time that the in- 
strument had been tested since its arrival at 
the mansion. The gentlemen sat on the piazza 
for half an hour, and smokedand chatted about 
the incidents of the President's fishing trip, and 
read the New-York newspapers. Politics was 
not discussed. The President and Daniel visited 
a tailor, and at 10:30 o’clock the party bade the 
Governor good-bye and drove to the train. Mrs. 
Cleveland remained, as she intended to take a 
later train for Oswego. 

Severai hundred persons gathered at the sta- 
tion to witvess the President’s departure. Mrs. 
Lamont was mistaken for Mrs. Cleveland, and 
thé crowd peered though the windows to geta 
good look at her. Col. Lamont bears many 
marks of his encounters with the biack flies, and 
his Albany friends hardly recognized him. Dr. 
Rosman and his wife rejoined the party, and at 
11 o'clock the special train of two ears moved 
out of the station. Mrs. Cleveland tunched with 
the Governor and took the * Fiyer’’ at 1 o’c!ock 
for Oswego, where she will visit her friend Miss 
Kingsford. M!ss Kingsford and her brother came 
to Albany to meet her and were also guests of 
the Governor for a few hours.

KING CAUCUS TRIUMPHS 


AND MR. CHANDLER WILL GEé 
10 THE SENATE. 

ALL SIGNS OF A_ BOLT DISAPPEA? 
UNDER PARTY RULE—GEN. MAK-+ 
STON’S GRIEVOUS DISAPPOINTMENT 

Concorp, N. H., June 10.—A remarkabls 
change has come over the political surface in 

New-Hampsbire. The excitement of the past few 

days has given placein things political to listless 

inactivity. The opposition to Chandler is appar- 
ently paralyzed, and, if one may judge from the 
talk in the hotel corridors, on the streets, 
and about the State House, the Re 
publicans are practically unanimous 1n 
the opinion that party policy demanded 
the action taken In the caucus last night, and it 
there is any dissenting sentimentitis not of 
sufficient importance to justify prediction of 
impending rebellion. Itis certain that the nom- 
ination of Mr. Chandler is extremely distasteful 
toaconsiderable number of Republicans, whe 
had itin their power, by their numbers and in- 
fluence, to defeat his election. But party expe- 
diency, they explain, called for harmonious ac- 
tion; a rupture of any magnitude meant cer- 








tain defeat for the party at the next 
popular election. And the election of but 
one Senator at this time, and that 


one William E. Chandler, was urged as of vital 
importance, for the reason thatif Mr. Chandler 
were elected tu the short term, and the other 
vacancy ieft open, then Mr. Chandler and big 
friends would wave the strongest interest in car- 
rying the State for the Republicans in 1858, in 
order that he might be his own successor in 


1889. The argument utidonbtediy had the full 
effect intended and, with other means employe 
brought the anti-Chandier men itto line an 
compelled acquiescence in the caucus mandate. 

The one man who did more than all others ta 
nominate Mr. Chandler was the Hon. O. C. 
Mouvre, of Nashua. His incisive speeches ‘rues 
day evening at the conference and last evening 
at the cancus, turned the tide in favor of elect- 
ing for one term ouly, aud proved the salvation 
of bis candidate. C. A. Sulioway, of Man- 
chester, the tall and awkward, but eloguent and 
logical lawyer, is probably one of the inost 
disappointed men in the State to-day ut the de- 
feat of Lis candidate, Gen. Gilman Marston, of 
Exeter. Theold and gailant General had a worn 
and weary look this morning, as if a half dozen 
years had passed over his head sinee 
last night. As Mr. Suilloway said, this 
was practically Gen. Marston’s last chance. 
He is an old man, and will soon be 
beyond the empty honors of office. Mr. 
Sulloway states that he shall abide by the result 
of the caucus. He would have given his right 
hand to have seen Gen. Marston nomipvatea for 
Senator for the short term, but the caucus de- 
cided otherwise, and its action bound him. 

The Republicans, while they will be governed 
by the caucus, are pretty nearly equally divided 
in their ideas respecting the duty of electing 
one or two Senators. The lawyers also differ. 
Ex-Congressman Haynes, Congressman Gallin- 
ger, ard many others think that two Sena- 
tors should be elected at this session of 
the Lezislature, but Mr. Chandler wished to 
serve both terms, aud as it wonld have been dif 
ficult to elect him to fillthe vacancy caused by 
the death of Senator Pike, and then directly 
elect him to succeed himseif forthe lonz term, 
party expediency demanded that ouly the short 
term vacancy should be filled. Sathe party 
leaders said, and the rank and file followed. 

Of the anti-Chandler men who staid away from 
the caucus nothing has been seen or heard to- 
day. Party lines are more powerful in New- 
Hampshire than in apy other New-England 
State, and even ex-Senator Rollins, Mr. 
Chandler’s most bitter enemy, has let the 
contest go by default. The amount of blutte 
ing indulged in during the past week is 
astounding, and it is extremely doubtful to-day 
if asingle Republican on Tuesday next casts his 
vote against the caucus nominee. Butit will be 
a mest bitter pill fer some of them to swallow. 
The Democrats to-day seem disinclined to make 
bargains; at least tlfere has not been the slight 
est indication of activity on their part. 


FIGHTING FOR A CHILD. 


A NEW-YORKER ABDUCTS HIS LITTLE 
GIRL AT PLAINFIELD, N. J. 

PLAINFIELD, N. J.. June 10.—Jobn Clarke, 
of 449 West Fifty-second-street, New-York, was 
arrested here this afternoon for abducting his 
child, Isabella, from her mother, Mrs. William 
Downey. The child had been here buta day, 
having been abducted yesterday from Grammar 
School No. 28, on West Fortieth-street, New: 
York, by Mrs. Downey. According to Clarke’s 
story, four yearsago he and Mrs. Downey, whe 
had been living together for a number of years, 
but who had not been married, separated, and 
the custody of their child, Isabella, was given 
to him. He left her in the care of her aunt, 


Mary Clarke, at 506 West Forty-sixth-street, 
New-York. Both father and mother have since 
married and repeated attempts have been made 
by the mother to obtain possession of the child. 
All failed until yesterday, when she went to 
Gramwar School No. 28, which the child was 
attending, and succeeded in getting the teacher's 
permission to take the child. She immediately 
brought her here, whither her father followed 
this afternoopy. He went to Mrs. Downey’s 
residence at Sixth and Division streets, and saw 
the child playimg iu the yard. She immediately 
went with him. He was hotly pursued by Mrs. 
Downey, who suceeeded in hitting him on the 
head several times. The man grabbed the child 
and jumped into ,Angerbauer’s wood delivery 
wagon and whippéa the horse into a gallop. 

Chief of Police Dodd’sattention was directed to 
the occurrence, and he started in pursult in a 
buggy. He soon headed Downey off and arrested 
him. The man was arraigned before Juige 
Ulrich this evening, but waived an examination 
on the charge of abduction preferred by Mrs. 
Dowuey. 

The scene in the court room was most affect- 
ing. The little girl clungto her father and wept 
piteously, bexging not to be taken from biin. 
The woman also wept slightly and called the 
child many endearing terms, but to no avail, 
Clarke was beld in $250 baii to await the action 
of the Grand Jury, and Mrs. Downey was held 
in $50 bail to appear as a witness. The child 
was allowed to stay with her father during the 
night, and to-morrow, on the agreement of both 
parties, she will be placed Im the Children’s 
Home until it is decided into whose custody she 
shall be placed. } ‘ 

Mrs. Downey claimsthat the child's right name 
is Isabella Griffin, and that Clarke has no legal 
right to retain her. The child is a bright girl of 
10 years, and is very averse to staying with her 
mother. Clarke is an ex-policeman of New- 
York, having served on the force for seven years. 
He left in December, 1876, when connected with 
the Twentieth Precinct. 


BETTING ON “ FUTURES.” 


A PHILADELPHIA JUDGE WHO WILL 
NOT ENCOURAGE IT. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 10.—Judge Gordon 
delivered to-day an opinion refusing the petition 
of John G. Sterrett for a mandamus to compe! 
the Electric Reporting Company to replace a 
ticker in his office. The Judge saiq: “The pe- 
titioner admitted by bis demurrer that be cen- 
ducts what is known as a‘ bucket shop,’ wherein 
gambling in or wagering on the price of 
stocks is carried on; that no legitimate business 
in stock dealing is transacted by the petitlober, 
aud that, in fact, vo stocks whatever are bought 
or sold by him as a broker, but that wazerluyg on 
‘futures’ and similar gambling operativits COM> 
stitute his main business. In support of this al- 
legation it is further averred that the fact that 
the petitioner’s business is of the character de- 
scribed was judicially determined In a sult In an- 
other court of this county. These being 
admitted facts, the question arises whether 
a court of equity will, by the fssue of 
the extraordinary writ prayed for, aid, 
protect, and further a party in conducting a 
business of the nature described. That waxering 
on the price of stocks is u form of gambling, and 
that contracts of such character ure void as 
against public policy dees not admit of doubt or 
discussion. By numerous decisions such tran- 
sactions have been held to be gambling of a per- 
vicious and demoralizing kind, which, though 
they may not be punishable as & crime, are ob- 
noxious to public policy and utterly void. 

* The writ of mandamus is not a matter of 
right, but its issue is for the sound discietion © 
the court. Equity will never grant reéiie? where 
the object svught to be attained ts un immoral 
one, er of pernicious or immoral teudency, oF 
ayainst public policy, Stock gambling beiug of 
this character, 1t follows that to graut the pe 
titioner the relief he asks would be to give ju 
dicial aid and protection to an admittedly perm 
nicious and unlawful busimess. The mandamus 
is therefore refused and the petition dcismisse@ 
at the cost of the petitioner.”

WANT TO CONTROL THE DERBY, 

NrEW-HaveEn, Conn., Jane 10.—The con- 
test between the New-York and New-Haven and 
the New-England Railroads over the control of 
the 13 miles of the Derby Road, with its en- 
trance and tidewater privileges, was continued 
before the Aldermanic committee last evening. 
President Charles P. Clark appeared for the 
New-Haven Road and William H. Stevenson for 
the proposed New-England system.

son renewed his offer of $250,000, with guaran- 
tees of exteesion and funding, and said: “The 
7 Hag I represent desires absolute control of 
the Derby, so as to expend a large sum of money 
in improvements necessary to make it a part of 
our proposed system. We will deposit $500,000 
with the authorities to be held until our guar- 
antees are carried out.”

OUSTOM HOUSE STOREKEEPHERS. 


Deputy Naval Officer Comstock, one of the 
commission to report on reorganizing the Custom 
House, said yesterday that the majority report on 
storekeepers was designed to favor a direct tax on 
goods placed inthe bonded warehouses, instead of 
the indirect tax now collected. At present the Gov- 
ernment assesses the proprietors of the w arehouses 
tor enough to pay the storekeepers, and the propri- 
etor makes a corresponding charge upon the goods.

He said 
last night: “If found when I came here that 
there were bitter divisions in the church. It 
broke the heart of my predecessor, the Rev. 
Joseph A. Ely, who was Pastor for seven years. 
- He was treated as I have been. I felt very much 
discouraged when I found how things were. 
When [I came to the church its income was 
$4,360. Last year it was $6,750. Since I have 
been Pastor 114 people have united with the 
church. it is now third in henevolence in the 
Now-Jersey Chureh Association.” 

It is extremely doubtful whether Dr. Rankin 
will remain as Pastor. He said before the meet- 
ing that if a large minority voted for resignation 
he would give if.

A NEW PENSION BILL. 


GRAND ARMY'S IDEA OF WHAT 
CONGRESS SHOULD DO, 

MADISON, Wis., June 10.—Adjt.-Gen. Gray, 
of the Grand Army of the Republic, is busily en- 
gaged in issuing to allthe posts inthe country 
an important documentin the nature of a De- 
pendent Pension bill, the passage of which will 
be urged upon the next Congress. It was drafted 
by the National Pension Committee of the Grand 
Army, composed of George 8. Merrill, of Law- 
rence, Mass.; Louis Warner, of Philadelphia; 
James Tanner, of Brooklyn; John C. Linenan, of 


Penaecook, N. H., and John 8, Kountz, of Toledo. 
This committees was appointed by Commander-in- 
Chief Fairchild, under resolution of the National 
Encampment. 

Section 1 of the bill provides that in con- 
sidering the pension claims 
parents, the fact and cause of death, and the 
fact that the soldier left no widow or minor 
child or children, having been shown as re- 
quired by law, it shall be necessary only to 
show by competent and sufficient evidence that 
such parent or parents are or have been with- 
out other means of support than their own 
manual jabor or the contributions of others not 
ally bound for their support. ‘ 
pensions allowed under this section shall 
commence from date of actual dependence if 
claim was filed prior to July 1, 1880, and in 
case of applications thereafter made, the 
sion shall commence from the date of the fi 
of the application in the Pension Office, or from 
the date of subsequent dependence. 

Section 2 provides that all persons who served 
three monthsin the military or naval service of 
the United States, and who have been honorably 
discharged and are suffering from mental or - 
physical disability not the result of their own 
vicious habits, shall be entitled to receive $12 
per month; that persons who are now receiving 
pensions under existing laws, or whose claims 
are pending in the Pension Office, may receive

HOW THE APPROPRIATION OF $400,000 


DISTRIBUTED. 

WASHINGTON, June 10,—For the purpose of 
carrying ont the act of Congress making an annual 
appropriation to provide arms and equipments for 
the militia, the following regulations have been is- 
sued by the War Department: 

The Adjutant-General of the Army shall annually, 
on or before July 1 of each year, report to the War 
Department the number of regularly enlisted, organ- 
ized, and uniformed active militia in each State and 
Territory, and this report will be the basis of the ac- 
tion to be taken for the ensuing year.

THE TRUTH OF HISTORY. 

The editor of the New-York Sun is not so 
well informed in regard to the Presidential 
election of 1876 as he thinks he is. WHILL- 
IAM E. CHANDLER was not in New-York on 
Nov. 7, 1876, nor in the early morning 
hours of Nov. 8 of the same year. WILLIAM 
E. CHANDLER left the city on Saturday, 
Nov. 4, for New-Hampshire, and he made 
his first appearance thereafter in this city 

_at 6:30 o’clock on the morning of Wednes- 
day, Nov. 8,1876. His salutation to the 
first gentleman he met on that memorable 
day was, “D—n the men who have 
brought this disaster on the Republican 
Party.”

THE CITY AND THE ELEVATED 
ROADS. 

The policy of requiring the corporations 
which use the strests of this city in the 
transportation of passengers to pay for the 
profitable privileges which they enjoy may 
now be regarded as established. The Legis- 
lature has in recent years recognized the 
wisdom and justice of that policy. The 
General Surface Railroad act of 1884 re- 
quired that the roads constructed under its 
authority should pay 5 per cent. of their 
gross receipts after the first five years into 
the public Treasury. Later legislatian pro- 
vides for the sale of such franchises by pub- 
lic competition, and the recent sale of the 
privilege of constructing certain cross-town 
lines shows that a much larger percentage 
can be paid without interfering with the 
profitableness of these enterprises. If this 
policy had been adopted earlier the city 
would have been the gainer by many 
millions of dollars. 

The most valuable of all these privileges 
is held by the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany. Asan inducement to advertisers in 
its cars it claims to carry half a million 
passengers a day, and official figures show 
that its present traffic is equivalent to 
nearly one hundred and sixty-five million 
passengers a year, yielding a gross income 
of more than $8,242,000. Itearns a divi- 
dend of 6 per cent. on, $26,000,000 of 
stock, fully one-half of which, and probably 
much more, represents no actual invest- 
ment of capital whatever. Its structures 
obstruct the streets and interfere with 
private rights more seriously than any 
surface road. There are in the privileges 
allowed the company, in the value of its 
franchise, and in the extent and profit of its 
business reasons for a payment to the city 
as strong as can be adduced in the case of 
any corporation using the streets, and yet it 
pays nothing. 
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A very good example of the confusion that 
seigns and must reign in business affected 
by the tariff is afforded by the recent course 
of an invoice of “‘ wood flour” through the 
hands of the various customs authorities. 
Wood flour is simply pulverized wood in its 
natural state. The importers claimed that 
it was dutiable at 10 per cent. as wood pulp 
to be used in the manufacture of paper. The 
Collector ruled that it was dutiable at 20 
per cent. asa non-enumerated manufactured 
article. Assistant Secretary MAYNARD has 
ruled thatitisdutiable at 35 per cent. as 
manufactures of wood. We suppose that 
a this decision will stand, and it will proba- 
bly stop the importation, or, if it does not, 
will notably increase the cost of all Ameri- 
can manufactures into which wood flour 
enters. This is “‘ protection” Itis the more 
remarkable because the tariff was never in- 
tended to apply to wood pulp or flour in any 
form, the article being absolutely unknown 
and non-existent when the law was passed. 
The original duty was imposed by the sole 
guthority of Mr. BoUTWELL when Secretary 
of the Treasury, and for the benefit of some 
constituents who were trying to make the 
article. 







































































































































































THE QUESTION OF PROMOTIONS. 
It is not easy toexaggerate the importance

The officer having 
the strongest claim upon the place is un- 
doubtedly Gen. NELSON A. MILES. He was 
transferred from it early last year in order 
that he might hunt down and capture the 
hostile Apaches in Arizona, and a fitting rec- 
ognition of the latter service would be his 
restoration to his former desirable depart- 
ment. 

That Gen. MILEs’s war record was one of 
extraordinary brilliancy is well known, and 
his subsequent Indian fighting has been not 
less exceptional in its success. He has de- 
feated the Sioux and Bannocks, captured 
Chief JosePH and his Nez Percés, and com- 
pelled the capitulation of GERONIMO and 
his Chiricahuas. Made a Brigadier-General 
at an unusually early age, he received the 
command of one of the most distant and 
least desirable of the departments, that of the 
Columbia; but two years ago he was sum- 
moned to the Department of the Missouri, 
where the Cheyennes in the Indian Territory 
threatened to break out. He had been 
there only a few months when he was called 
away from Fort Leavenworth to conduct 
the memorable campaign in Arizona and 
Sonora which ended in the surrender of 
GERONIMO and the hostile Apaches. Mean- 
while another officer had been assigned to 
the Department of the Missouri, so that 
Gen. MILES has since remained in charge of 
the Department of Arizona, with his present 
headquarters at Los Angeles, and his well 
known desire to return to the command of 
the Department of the Missouri has not yet 
been gratitied. 

It is almost incredible that Gen. M1LzEs’s 
ability and skill, thus called into play to 
render a great public servicein relieving 
the Southwest frontier of a great scourge, 
should be made a personal detriment to 
him, and that his very success should be 
turned to his disadvantage.

| also “the sewing of the boots ripped out, so

stirrup hoods as soles by tying them on 
with string, bark, or whatever they could 
procure.” The same thing occurred repeat- 
edly during every march on foot over the 
mountains, Capt. Woop concluding that 
“the footgear furnished from the Fort 
Leavenworth Prison is a useless expense to 
the soldier, utterly worthless, and a palpa- 
ble fraud.” Sergt. GAGE, Eighth Infantry, 
testifies that his two pairs of shoes lasted 
him. exactly two days each, “when, the 
threads being worn, the soles dropped off 
and he threw them away. As First Ser- 
geant he knows that none of these shoes 
have given satisfaction.” Private SIEMANS 
testified that his two pairs of shoes lasted 
four days each, when the soles ° parted 
from the uppers. Private RUPPRECHT’s 
shoes lasted two days for each pair, 
when the soles came off and “ he went bare- 
foot for about twenty days and suffered a 
great deal.” Private Fraua’s shoes lasted 
six days, and he was without shoes for 
seven days. Corp. Brown’s shoes lasted 
five days for each pair. Private CooGaNn 
had one pair that lasted three days and an- 
other a week, and then he bought himself 
Indian moccasins. Sergt. Harer testifies 
that ‘‘every man wearing said shoes suf- 
fered very much.” Private GRAHAM testi- 
fies that after his shoes gaye out “he 
marched thirty miles over rocks and eacti” 
barefoot, till his feet were “swollen to 
three times their natural size,” and he was 
‘picked up on the trail insensible.” 

These are ordinary examples of scores of 
sucl’ reports and certificates; and had Gen. 
Mites failed to report the facts made 
known to him he would have been guilty of 
dereliction in duty. Yet, he has been ac- 
cused of ‘‘needlessly making trouble” for 
the military prison in a way that should 
prevent his assignment to the department 
whose headquarters are at Fort Leaven- 
worth. It is very evident that Gen. MiLres 
has not been justly dealt with. 

Lh ET PR TINY SE 
ASSISTED IMMIGRANTS. 

The Emigration Commissioners at this 
port having decided that a large party of 
assisted immigrants who came here on the 
City of Chester must return to Ireland, the 
Inman Steamship Company refuses to sub- 
mit, and proposes to take the case to the 
courts, in the hope that the Commissioners 
and the people whom they represent may be 
compelled to admit and provide for these 
undesirable additions to our population. 
The company knows what our laws are, and 
it might have escaped some inconvenience 
and expense by rejecting these passengers 
when the British Government sought to en- 
gage passage for them on the other side of 
the Atlantic. 

In a letter addressed to the British Min- 
ister at Washington, on May 7, Secretary 
BAYARD clearly expressed the views of our 
Government and a@ vast majority of our 
people concerning assisted immigration, as 
follows: 

“Persons whose only escape from immedl- 
ately becoming and remaining a charge upon 
the community is the expected, but entirely 
contingent, voluntary help and support of 
friends, are not a desirable accession to our 
population, and their exportation hither by 
a foreign Government, tn order to get rid of the 
burden of their support, could scarcely be re- 


garded as a friendly act or in harmony with ex- 
isting laws.” 


The correspondence of which this letter 
was a part deserves careful attention now, 
when large parties of assisted immigrants 
are arriving every week. In April last 
Minister Wrest asked whether Insh immi- 
grants transported at public cost and hav- 
ing “‘ friends” here able to “help and sup- 
port” them would be admitted. He was as- 
sured in reply that the law would be en- 
forced impartially, without regard to the 
nationality of the immigrant. He was also 
told that in view of our policy and our laws 
our Government ‘“‘could not fail to look 
with disfavor and concern upon the send- 
ing to thiscountry, by foreign Governmental 
agencies and at the public cost, of persons 
not only unlikely to develop qualities of 
thrift and self-support, but sent here be- 
cause it is assumed that they have ‘ friends’ 
in this country able to ‘help and support? 
them.” Sir LIONEL WEstT’s use of the word 
‘*support” was in itself almost an admission 
that the immigrants were incapable of sup- 
porting themselves. 

Two of the Commissioners at this port are 
opposed to the admission of any immigrants 
whose passages have been paid by the Brit- 
ish Government, on the ground that the 
immigrants would not have been sent out 
of their country at public expense if they 
had been worth keeping at home. This 
strikes at the root of the matter. European 
nations do not regard as a blessing the de- 
parture of able-bodied and self-supporting 
citizens, but they are willing to send away 
at public expense those who cannot sup- 
port themselves at home. ‘These we 
do not want, and they should be 
shut out. The unfortunate persons 
whom Great Britain sends to _ this 
country from Ireland at public expense 
have been pauperized at home by British 
misgovernment. For the relief of the peo- 
ple of Ireland and the support of their land- 
lords the Irish in America have sent across 
the ocean since 1848 through certain banks 
and mercantile houses $155,090,000. The 
landlords are willing to retain tenants 
whose rent American citizens will continue 
to pay, but they call upon the Government 
to send to us those who have fallen upon 
the public for support. Such persons should 
not be admitted here. The people of the 
United Kingdom should be required to sup- 
port those whom misrule has pauperized. 
America should refuse to take the burden. 

Some of the effects of assisted immigra- 
tion are to be seen in our almshonses and 
asylums. To them a great many of these 
immigrants inevitably drift. Owing to 
their condition, their surroundings at home, 
and other circumstances, they form a class 
that yields an abnormal proportion of 
paupers and lunatics. In 1880 there were 
in the almshouses of this State 56,057 
paupers, of whom§34,312, or nearly two-

Emigration Commissioners should enforce 
the law with rigor, and if it shall appear 
that existing statutes are not sufficiently 
strict to exclude persons who ought not to 
be admitted, Congress at its next session will 
undoubtedly make new ones.

SELLING BOGUS BUTTER. 

Kriycston, N. Y., June 10.—Detectives 
and agents in the employ of the New-York Dairy 
Commissioners caused a commotion in many 
grocery stores in five Hudson River and inland 
counties to-day by sweariig out watrants charg- 
ing that the proprietors of such stores had been 
selling oleomargarine for butter. A sample cass 
in point is that of the firm of Winchell & Alli- 


ger, grocers, of this city. Detective J. R. Wheel- 
er, of New-York City, appeared betore Recorder 
Hussey herethis afternoon and swore out a wart- 
rant for the arrest of Edward Winchell. Wheeler 
in his sworn complaint says that on March 21 
he went into the store of Winchel: and asked for 
a haif pound of butter, for which he paid, and 
which he now swears was oleomargarine. The 
detective says that Winchell waited on him, and 
that after he had received the alleged borus but- 
ter he sent it to Russell W. Moore, a chemist in 
New-York City, for analysis. Asaresult of the 
analysis the chemist made the following sworn 
statement: 

“This sample {s composed mainly of animal fat, 
and was not produced from unadulterated milk or 
cream from the same. It was not produced from 
milk or cream alone. It contains coloring mstter, 
whereby it is made to resemble batter, the product 
of the dairy, and itis in mmitation and semblance of 
butter produced from pure unadulterated milk or 
cream from the same,”

Editor 
John L. Platt led the forces that supported the 
measure. In his retinue were the two contract- 
ors who are under heavy bonds to complete the 
bridge within a certain time; Gen. Field, of 
Butfalo, the bridge company’s engineer; Rastus 
6S Ransom and Sherman W. Knevals, the com- 
pany’s attorneys; Assemblyman Greene, a 
pleader for Orange County interests, and ex- 
Assemblyman Gilbert D. Hasbrouck, the repre- 
sentative of Major Thomas Cornell, a new con- 
vert, who owns the Cornell Towing Company; 
the Mayor of Poughkeepsie, and several camp fol- 
lowers who bore the baggage, consisting of maps, 
plans, and diagrams, one of which covered nearly 
one side of the Executive Chamber when 
stretched for the Governor to observe that the 
bridge wouid not in the slightest impede the 
navigation of the noble Hudson, The opposition 
to the bridge comprised representatives of the 
commercial interests of New-York City, of the 
towing companies, of the canal boatmen, and of 
the Canal Union, which is engaged in pointing 
out defects in the State canal system and procur- 
ing appropriations which will increase the efli- 
ciency of these valuable arteries of commerce, 
Among these representatives were Joseph 
J. O’Donohue, representing the Coffee Ex-

FIRE IN PITISBURG. 





A BANK, TELEGRAPH, AND TELEPHONE 
BUILDING BADLY DAMAGED. 

PitTTsBuRG, June 10.—The First National 
Bank building, a five-story iron structure, on the 
corner of Fifth-avenue and Wood-street, the up- 
per floors of which were occupied by the main 
office of the Western Union Telegraph Company 
as an operating department and battery room, 
was partially destroyed by fire this morning. 
The operators ran out to give the alarm, but be- 


fore they reached the street the whole front of 
the building was on fire. Alarms were sent in, 
and in «a few minutes several engines were 
on the ground. Before they arrived 
the flames were shooting from all the 
windows on the fourth floor, and had worked 
their way to the fifth floor, in which was stored 
8,000 battery cells. These cells were covered 
with signal oil, about eight barrels of the oil be- 
ing usedin the room. The gil caused the fire to 
burn more fiercely and rapidly, anda by the time 
the engines were ready to throw water it seemed 
thatthe destruction of the entire building was 
inevitable. Half an hour afier the fire was dis- 
covered the fourth and tifth floors of the large 
building were completely gutted, and the third 
floor, which was used as the operating room of 
the telephone exchange, was badly damaged. 

Estimates of the loss vary greatly. The direct 
loss of the Western Union Company alone by the 
destruction of wires and machinery is not less 
than $35,000. To this must be added heavy 
consequential damages on account of thedelay in 
general business, as Pittsburg was the principal 
repeating station between New-York and Chi- 
cago. The direct loss to the telephone company 
was placed by some good judges at from $15,000 
to $20,000. The consequential damage to this 
company wiil also be Leavy,as its business must 
be entirely suspended for several days. The 
loss to the First National Bank on account of 
the damage to the building will be about 
$15,000. The whole direct loss closely approx- 
imates $70,000, and the indirect loss will equal 
and may greatly exceed that sum,

Thursday night December coffee closed at 
20.75 cents. It opened yesterday morning at 
19.85, That was too much ofa fall to suit the 
Brazilian syndicate, and it went to work so 
energetically as to put the price up to 20.21, 
Then the bears rallied and broke the price to 
19.45. Before the closing of the Exchange the 
price rose, however, and the last quotation was 
19.70. Stillit was a bad day for the bulls, for 
between Thursday night’s closing price, 20.73, 
and the lowest point reached yesterday there 
was a gap of 150 points. 

The bears glecfully said that it was ihe first 
Teally big day they have had since the boom be- 
gan a year ago, by which coffee was put up from 
7.55 to its present figures, The boom was partly 
due to a belief that the coming crop would be a 
light one, whereas the new crop, dune in 20 or 30 
days, promises to exceed Jast year’s by over 
500,000 bags, amounting to 6,100,000 bags. 
The bears say the banks will not make ad- 
vances on the present market value.

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FISHING IN DELAWARE BAY. 


NEW-JERSEY’S POSITION IN THE DISPUTE 
DEFINED BY GOV. GREEN. 
TRENTON, N. J., June 10.—The following 
letter addressed by Gov. Green to the persons 
interested in the bay fisheries fully explains the 


position which the State of New-Jersey occupies 
in the matter:

* EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Mr. Joseph R. Elkinson, Secretary of the Sturgeon 
Fishermen's Relief Association: 

DiAR SiR: I am in the receipt of your favor of the 
3ist ult. containing the resolutions of the stur- 
geon fishermen passed at a meeting held at Bay 
Side. The preamble recites that the authorities of 
Delaware are attempting to exercise exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over the waters of the 
Delaware Bay and R contrary to the 
true intent and meaning of the fe ay 
granted by the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and below the Cohansey Lighthouse and Bombay 
Hook Point, the line agreed upon by the Governors 
of Delaware and New-Jersey. Arid you call upon 
me to protect the citizens of New-Jersey in their 
legat rights to fish in the Delaware kiver and Bay, 
where they have freely tished for the last 30 years,

The injunetien which protects the citizens of New- 
Jersey from molestation payee only to the river 
Delaware, which lies north of a line extending from 
Cohansey Lighthouse to Bombay Hook Point. A 


Violation of this injunction’ is a contempt 
of the Supreme Court. which Delaware has 
disavowed both by the declaration of her 


Governor and the reference of the question 
of the dividing line to the Attorney-General. [ have 
heard of no molestation of our citizens within the 
prescribed limits. If there should beit would be 
my duty at once to call the attention of the Gov- 
ernor of Delaware to a breach of the injunction as 
wellas the agreement between the States. In ref- 
erence to the rightof the State of Delaware to pre- 
vent any one without a license from that State from 
fishing on their side of the channel below the divid- 
ing line between the river and bay, [ refer you to 
the report of Attorney-General Jobn P. Stockton, 
made to Gov. Abbett under date of Aug. 12, 1885, a 
ba’ of which I inclose, 

‘The Attorney-General quotes the high authority 
ot Chief-Justice Shaw to the effect that until it has 
been directly determined by the Supreme Court of 
the United States that a law appropriating the coast 
fisheries within the territorial limits otf a State to 
the inhabitants of the Commonwealth is repugnant 
to the Constitution of the United States and void, 
it must be deemed an open question to be deter- 
mined by the competent tribunals when it arises. 
The Attorney-General further says: ‘“* Whether any 
State has the right to claim the exclusive privilege 
of hegre | running fish in the great navigable rivers, 
Lays, and seas within the fauces terre is a question 
of great doubt and delay.” This, however, he adds, 
“was not a matter which the Executive of Delaware 
or New-Jersey could legaily regulate, and they did 
not attempt to do so.” 

Iam not aware that this important constitutional 
question has been settled by the Supreme Court of 
the United States, the only tribunal which can deter- 
mine it. The cases which have been considered in ref- 
erence to oysters have been decided on the doctrine 
that the State, being the proprietor of the soil, 
could grant the right to any one it saw fit or refuse 
to grant it atall so that granting the right to itsown 
citizens to the exclusion of citizens of other States 
did not violate that clause of the Constitution which 
declares that the citizens of each State shall be en- 
titled to all privileges and ummunities of citizens in 
the several States. 

It was not a sovereign right, but a proprietary 
Tight, which the State exeicised in protecting and 
granting rights in oyster beds. These cases mani- 
festly do not affirm the doctrine that a State has a 
private proprietary tight in running fish in the 
great arms of the sea such as will enable it to pre- 
vent them from being canght and appropriated by 
any one withoutits license. If the 3tate of Dela- 
ware is, aS you suppose, attempting to enforce 
laws which deprive the citizens of any other 
State of rights which they have long enjoyed, 
any citizen of any other State has the unquestioned 
right to test the constitutionality of such legislation 
in the courts of the Untied States, whose proviuce 
it is to settie such matters. 

In conclusion, I beg that you willassure your as- 
sociation of the interest that I take in this and all 
other matters which affect their welfare. I will 
watch carefully any proceedings which may aceur 
in the matter and shall take care that, so far as lies 
in my power, their rights are protected. Very 
respectfully, ROBERT 8S.

The St. Louis express train No. 10 leaves Al- 
bany af 2:45 A. M., and is scheduled to reach 
Spuyten Duyvil Station at 7:06.

The Trinidad had become a connect- 
ing link between two express trains, one bound 
for the Forty-second-Street Station, and the 
ether for a point several miles distant. An in- 
atantaneous photograph would doubtless have 
s ted the juvenile game of “crack the 
whip.”

The accident was followed by screams { 


from the frightened passengers, and there was 
a panic among the 15 or 20 men in the 
Trinidad. The noise made by the wheels grind- 
ing up the ties, the crashing of giass, the crack- 
ing of timbers, the wrenching of iron, aud other 
sounds incidental to a railroad disaster were 
terrifying enough of themselves, but the situa- 
tion was doubly so to thosé who realized there 
Was a possibility of death by fire or water, for 
the lamps in the cars were lighted for the trip 
through the tunnel. 

The passengers in the Trinidad had the most 
exciting experience. There were no women 
among the:in. One man was penned in bis state- 
room, another in the washreom was precipi- 
tated azuinst a window with violence enough to 
break the glass, and he sustained cuts on the 
head and hands. The porter preserved his pres- 
ence of mind and put ont the lamps as soon as 
be could gain his feet. None of the imprisoned 
massengers could get out of the car by the doors. 
“mriediately after the crash the conductor, F. T. 
Zlack, and other train hands rescued them by 
removing a window. 

Some of the passengers were transferred to the 
rst local train and brought to the city. Others 
eontinued their journey on the unwrecked por- 
tion of the express train. They were not de- 
tained more than an hour by the accident. The 
north-bound track was not blocked and no regu- 
lar train was delayed more than half an hour. A 
wrecking train and crew was at once ordered to 
the scene and repair work was begun. It will 
not be eompleted until to-day. 

About 2 o’clockin the afternoon the second 
accident occurred. The rear trucks of the Trini- 
dad were being shifted to the Thirtieth-street 
branch when a cattle train came along, bound 
south. The engincer did not get the signal and 
rau into the triple trucks while about 25 men 
had them in hand. Just ahead of the trucks was 
the wrecking car. The engineer cut loose to 
get out of the way and the laborers scram- 
bled right and left. The trucks mount- 
ed the coweatcher of the colliding train 
and were pushed ahead almost to the draw- 
bridge. The cattle train’s engineer reversed his | 


engine and jumped with bis fireman. The for- 
mer landed ona pile of rails and sprained his 
ankle. The men who were handling the trucks 
on the river side would have been compelled to 
jump inte the water had the obstruction been 
threwn from the track. The Trinidad, badly 
damaged, was run to the repair shops last even- 
ing. She followed the Gibraltar, which had one 
platform carried away. 

The railroad officiais say the accident was due 
to a defect in the trucks of the Trinidad. Others, 
who ure railroad men but not in authority, de- | 
clare that the switch or track at the curve was 
defective. It is significant that the Trinidad’s 
trucks have been restored, while the tracks 
where the accident occurred have undergone ex- 
tensive repairs since yesterday peeing = It was 
said by a person on the express train that 1t was 
Several minutes late and was running 20 miles 
an hour, while the maximum speed allowed is 
10 miles. The engineer says he had slowed 
down to between 6 and 8 miles.

CIGAR PACKERS ALARMED. 

The cigar packers, who are the aristocracy 
of the cigar trade, are in trouble. Lichtenstein 
Brothers, of Second-avenue, have reduced the 
prices paid to their packers froin 10 to 50 cents 
per 1,000 cigars. A packer can pack from 2,000 
to 9,000 cigars a day, according to the brand, 


and itis upon the skill of the packer in arranging 
the cigars in the box to tempt the eye that the 
success of the manufacturer in great measure 
depends. 

The wages of the packers, by the new schedule, 
are reduced from 50 cents to $1 50 per day. The 
mmen regard this as the beginning of a general 
movement by the manufacturers, and they be- 
lieve that Assembly No. 4Y is at the bottom of it 
all, seeking revenge upon the union packers for 
jeaving it and allying themselves with the Cigar- 
iwakers’ Progressive International Union.

SUSPICIONS AGAINST 

WEALTHY CHINAMEN. 

The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children has for some time had its attention 
directed toward some of the wealthier Chinese 
residents of Mott-street. From information re- 
ceived from a source which Agent Jenkins does 
not.wish to disclose it has been feared thata 
form of slavery, the existence of which the San 
Francisco branch of the society has shown to 
exist in that city, is gaining a foothold here. It 
was determined to make a thorough investiga- 
tion, and stop the practice beforeit could assume 
more threatening proportions. 

It was suspected that Wo Kee, of 8, and Tuo

they were holding in slavery, and their houses 
were closely watched. Both belong 


wealthier class of whinese. The watch failed 
to disclose any evidence, but Officer Wilson, 
who had the matter in charge, decided yester- 
day morning to raid the places. Having secured 
a search Warrant, he went to the house of Wo 
Kee, accompanied by an officer of the Tombs 
squad, Several women were found in the place, 
and with them a young girl, apparently about 
12 years of ave. As soon as the errand of the 
officers Was made known the girl was mysteri- 
ously spirited away. Wo Kee was arrested. 

Tuo Poi’s house was then visited, and with bet- 
ter success. A little girl was found,and the 
otticers took good cure to see that she was not 
taken from their grasp. Her name, she said, 
was Tsoi, and she was 12 years old. Tuo Poi’s 
Chinese wife, Lizzie, was angry over the capture 
of the girl, and when Tuo Poi was arrested she 
grew angrier still. She accompanied the party 
to the Tombs, where a complaint of kidnapping 
was wade against Wo Kee and Tuo Poi, and wey 
were held by Justice Kilbreth for examination, 
Tsoi was piaced in the care of the society. 

President Gerry himself conducted the socie- 
ty’s case in the afternoon before Justice Gor- 
man. Agent Jenkins had in the meantime hada 
lalk with Wo Kee and convinced him that he 
would lave less trouble if he produced the girl 
who had been seen in his house. Both children 
were therefore present. Tuo Poi declared that 
Tsoi had lived in his family for six years, She 
had come to him through an acquaintance in 
China, and was a relative of his wife, who is the 
second or third Mrs. Tuo Poi. Wo Kee aaid he had 
brought the little irl found at his house from 
San Francisco about four years ago. He had 
intended her as a sort of companion to his wife. 
The littie almond-eyed maid had ivst all the Chi- 
nese characteristics that could be taken away. 
Her hair was cut in Almvrican fashion and she 
wore an American costume. Withal she was a 
bright and attractive little person. A large 
amount of testimony was takenin the tedious 
fashion made necessary by the use of an in- 
terpreter, and by agreement of the Chinese law- 
ver, ‘* Ed” Price, who appeared for Wo Kee and 

‘no Poi, and Mr. Gerry, bonds were furnished to 
the amount of $1,000 each and the matter was 
adjourned, to be called up whenever the society 
desires. 

Agent Jenkins said that the testimony in the 
ease would be carefully examined, and the society 
was by no means satisfied that it was yet 
through with the business.

GEN. CUTTING GIVES THE OTHER HEIRS 
SOME GOOD NEWS. 

Gen. William Cutting’s accounts as Ex- 
ecutor of the estate of his father and Trustees of 
Broeckholst Cutting, bis brother, were the sub- 
jects of further inquiry yesterday before Ref- 
eree Cole. 

Mr. Cadwalader, counsel for the widow and 
children of Brockholst Cutting, said the prose- 
cution had concluded bot to present objections 
to the accounts as filed, but to ask an adjudica- 
tion of them as they were, although the conclu- 
sions at which they had arrived would differ 
materially from those of counsel for Gen. 
Cutting. 

Thereupon Mr. Zabriskie, of counsel for Gen. 
Cutting, presented and had filed his client’s sup- 
plementary accounts, bringing them down to 
date. They show nothing especially interesting, 
and though evidently a surprise, did not affect 
the determination of coutsel for the heirs to 
press for an immediate closing of the case. 

In answer to a few questions by his counsel 
yen, Cutting said he bad practiced law four or 
five years previous to 1860, when he entered the 
army with a Captain’s commission and attained 
the rank of Brevet Brigadier-General in 1865, 
After explaining other matters already sufli- 
ciently apparent, his counsel asked that Lydia 3. 
Cutting, widow and Executrix of the estate of 
Hayward Cutting, be direeted to file her ac- 
counts. This did not seem tu the Referee either 
necessary or desirable, and he therefore de- 
clined to so order. ; ‘ 

Mr. Zabriskie made several indefinite sugges- 
tions of further testimony, to which opposing 
counsel replied that the only testimony now per- 
tinent would be such as related to the value of 
the securities Gen. Cutting had turned over to 
the Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company under the 
agreement. 

Mr. Root suggested that as Gen. Cutting had 
determiued toxo to Europe on June 18, he should 
be given to understand that the case would not 
be delayed on that account. As his testimony 
would be necessary upon an item ortwo inthe 
supplemental accounts, it ought to be taken pre- 
Vious to his departure. :

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FORBIDDEN IN THE LICENSE 





DECIDED AGAINST THE HOTEL 
KEEPERS. 


JUDGE LAWRENCE: LOOKING AT NONE 
OF THE MAIN POINTS RAISED IN 
THE SUNDAY LAW TEST CASES. 

The test cases which James H. Breslin, 
of the Gilsey House, and Charles N. Vilas, of 
the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, made last Sunday by 
selling liquor to guests in Capt. Williams’s pres- 
ence were decided against them yesterday by 
Judge Lawrence, of the Supreme Court, before

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stance that Judge Lawrence, in arriving at his 
decision, igmored all the points which were made 
in the elaborate arguments and in the carefully 
prepared printed briefs of Corporation Counsel 
Lacombe and of Col. Robert G. Ingersoll and 
E. L. Andrews, the counsel for the hotel keepers. 
Thomas V. Cator, whom the prohibitionists 
a few hours previous to the hearing before Judge 
Lawrence had requested to appear, aud who 
said what he did say by the politeness of Mr. 
Lacombe, since he had no standing in court, pro- 
duced a license such as hotel keepers in this city 
are granted, and claimed that by its language 
they could not sell on Sunday. None of the 
counsel paid the slightest attention To this point, 


or even alluded to it. Judge Lawrence made it 
the sole basis o7 his decision. His opinion, which 
applies to both cases, though it names only the 
Breslin case, was as follows: 


* The petitioner in this case was arrested on an affi- 
davit of Alexander S. Williams, Captain of the mu- 
nicipal pores of the Nineteenth Precinct of this city, 
charged with having on Sunday, the 5th day of June, 
1887, sold strong atid spirituous liquors, being in- 
toxicating liquors, to be drunk on the premises, con- 
trary toand in violation of the statute. He was 


taken before one of the Police Justices for examina- 


tion, and a habeas corpus was subsequently issued, 
upon which the petitioner was brought before me. 
Upon the return to the writ there was an elaborate 
discussion in regard tothe construction to be given 
to the act of 1857, and the acts of 1870 and 1873 
amending said act. In the view which I take of this 
case it will be unnecessary for me to pass upon 
many of the questions which were discussed by 
counsel. 

“The act of 1857, chapter 628, 1s entitled ‘ An Act 
to Suppress Intemperance anid to Regulate the Sale 
of Intoxicating Liquors.’ (See Laws of 1857, p. 
405.) And by the thirteenth section of that act it is 
provided that ‘Whoever shall sell any strong 
or spirituous liquors or wines in quanti- 
ties less than five gallons at a time, with- 
out having a license therefor, granted as 
herein provided, shall forfeit $50 for each 
offense.’ It is obvious that the petitioner has no 
right to sell liquor to any one, either on Sunday or 
any other day of the week, without having a license; 
and it becomes material therefore, in disposing of 
this case, to ascertain precisely under what license 
the petitioner claims the right to sell liquor to any 
one atany time. The license was submitted upon 
the arguinent, and it reads as follows: 

«The Board of Commissioners of Excise in and for 
the city of New-York hereby certify that an appli- 
cation for a license to sell strong and spirituous 
liqu..rs, wines, ale, and beer having been made to 
them in writing by James H. Breslin, who proposes 
to keep a hotel, and the Commissioners being satis- 
fied that theapplicantis of good moral character, 
that he has sufficient ability to keep a hotel, and the 
necessary accommodation to entertain travelers, and 
thata hotelis required for the actual accommoda- 
tion of travelers at the place where such applicant 
proposes to keep the same, license is granted to said 
James H. Breslin permitting him to sell and dis- 


} pense of strong aud spirituous liquors, wines, ale, and 
| beer, in 


uantities less than five.gallons at a time, 
et 1,202 Broadway, tobe drank upon said premises, 
excepting on Sundays, election days, or on any day 
between the hours of land 5 o'clock in the morn. 
ing, for one year from May 6, 1887, pursuant to 
Chapter 628 of the Laws of 1857 and the acts of the 
Legislature supplementary thereto and amendatory 
thereof. This liceuse is granted and accepted upon 
the express condition that the licensee shall con- 
form tothe requirements of the said acts of the 
Legislature. and in case of any breach of such con- 
dition the license shall immediately be and become 
null and void.’ 

**I can discover in this license no anthority for scll- 
ing on Sunday. That day is expressly excepted from 
the days on which a licensee can sell. Irrespective, 
therefore, of the provisions of the statute, which 
wore referred to in the argument, it is — clear to 
ny mind that the petitioner has no license which 
permits him to sell on Sunday, and it therefore fol- 
lows that this writ must be dismissed.” 

Judge Lawrence’s decision was a disappoint- 
ment to hotel keepers in general. Edward L. 
Andrews, of counsel for their association, said 
he was surprised at the decision, having been led 
by the remarks and rulings of the Judge upon 
the hearing to expect a different result. He did 
not, however, consider the adjudication as by 
any means final,and would certainly carry the 
action toafavorable conclusion or to the courts 
of last resort. 

President E. L. Merrifield, of the Hotel Keep- 
ers’ Association, was disgusted. His own opin- 
ion that the act did notapply to hotel keepers 
serving their guests with liquors with their 
meals was not shaken by this decision. Mr. 
Breslin did not think the decision was sound, 
but, suchas it was, itsettled the law for the pres- 
ent, and he had accordingly issued orders to his 
employes that no liquors should be either sold 


or given to anybody in that hotel Sun- 
day. But he would, nevertheless, await 
the decision of the Police Court, and, 
if that was against him, as_ it prob- 


ably would be, he would appeal fromit and 
keep on appealing until either he won the fight 
or could not appeal any further. For himself he 
only had to say.that he was going to Europe in 
the morning, and the lawyers would have to 
take care of bis case in the meantime. Secretary 
William D, Garrison said he had httle faith in 
the habeas corpus proceeding as one likely to 
reach to the merits of the case. Judge Law- 
rence Lad only the question whether thé accused 
hac been lawfully arrested before him, and upon 
that was not required to decide upon the law 
points upon which they relied for their justifica- 
tion. These would properly come up in the di- 
rect proceedings upon appeal. 

Mr. Hawmond, of the Murray Hill, said they 
would try and obey thelaw. Many of his guests 
had purchased the wine they wauted for Sunday 
the day previous and brought it to their Sunday 
dinuer table themselves. Thus they secured 
what they wanted, and the hotel keeper neither 
sold nor gave away liquors Sunday. Still, he 
Was 1n favor ot seeking the decision of the 
higher courts upon the question before giving 
up the coutest.

THE NEWTOWN BURIAL TAX ILLEGAL. 

Judge Cullen, of the Supreme Court, yes- 
terday rendered a decision to the effect that 
the Beard of Health of Newtown had no right to 
levy atax of $1 on every dead body of a non- 
resident buried within the borders of the town. 
Judge Cullen holds that the Newtown authori- 
ties cannot legally interfere with the burial of a 
body when a burial permit has been obtained in 
the town where the death occurred. The pro- 
ceedings were brought in the interest of New- 
York and Brooklyn undertakers who applied for 
an order restraining the Newtown Board of 
Health from interfering with the burial of 
bodies. Supervisor Van Nostrand, who is Chair- 
mau of the Newtown Board of Health, said the 
tuwn would carry the matter if necessary to the 
Court of Appeals. The town will have to stop 
collecting the burial tax when it is served with 
notice of Judge Cullen’s decision. Newtown has 
derived about $30,000 a year from the funeral 
tax,

OROWDING MAYOR WHITNEY. 


EXCITING TIMES AT THE MEETING OF 
BROOKLYN’S BOARD OF ESTIMATE. 


There was a lively interchange of uncom- 
plimentary remarks yesterday between Mayor 
Whitney and Supervisor at Large John A. 
Quintard, both members of the Brooklyn Board 
of Estimate. Tne cause of the unpleasantness 
was the vexed question of how best to spend the 
money of the taxpayers. Mr. Quintard has be- 
come convinced that the policemen should get 
some of the money in the shape of increased sal- 
aries and so expressed himself at Wednesday’s 
meeting of the board. He expressed his views 
so vigorously and persistently that Mayor Whit- 
ney failed to getin a word. Mr. Quintard has 
been vigorously discussed since that time, some 
politicians regarding his championship of the 


police as simply a bid for the Mayoralty nomina- 
tion next Fall, _ insisting that Mayor Whitney 
should resent such language. 

The prospect that he would do so drew a big 
crowd into the meeting room yesterday. None 
of the auditors were disappuinted, tor as soon as 
a delegation, consisting of Police Inspectors 
Mackellar and McLaughlin and Capt. Fotk, had 
explained that they were not opposed to an in- 
crease in the salaries of patrolmen, the Mayor 
began. First he produced Police Commissioner 
Carroll’s estimate of expenses during 1888, in 
which, under the new rule, patrolmen’s salaries 
were put down at $815,450, and, with those of 
officers added, at $1,289,600. This increase of 
$273,218 overthe appropriation for the present 
year would necessitate, so the Muyor said, a tax 
of 4 per cent, on real estate, and would arouse 
popular indignation and lead to their being 
mubbed. 

“Ob, no, we won't,” interrupted Supervisor 
Quintard. “The rate won’t be over 2% per 
cent.” He took upacopy of a requisition and 
tried to carry the discussion to some other sub- 
ject, but the Mayor wouldn’t have it, and ina 
speech delivered in a loud tone reviewed the 
city’s financial condition. He said he wanted to 
increase the pay of the police, but the city could 
not afford to give so large an increase as the 
board had voted without making other depart- 
ents suffer. He thought the majority in the 
board should give the minority time to think 
When such matters came up, and moved to re- 
consider the board’s action, 

Mr. Quintard replied in a few sarcastic re- 
marks und said he was willing to take the re- 
spousibility for the increase of the pay of police- 
men, and was not afraid of the result of public 
opinion. 

The Mayor’s motion to reconsider the resolu- 
tion increasing the pay of patrolmen was lost, 
he and Controller Livingston being opposed by 
Quintard, Auditor Kutan, and County Gresser 
Adams. The Mayor began another speech and 
Auditor Rutan moved to adjourn, saying: “ I, 
for one, have been lectured enough,” and his 
motion was adopted. 





DEMANDING THE PAPERS. 








CAPT. CREGAN’S COUNSEL VERY MUCH 


EMBARRASSED. 

The Committee on Contested Seats of the 
Republican County Committee resumed the hear- 
ing in the Sixteenth Assembly District contest 
last evening. Robert Ray Hamilton represented 
the contestants and William H. Townley ap- 
peared in behalf of Capt. Cregan. Chairman 
Horace Russell was absent, and George W. Lyon 
acted in his stead. Mr. Hamilton asked if the 
other side had brought the books and paper that 
had been calledfor. Mr. Townley said that he 
had made diligent efforts to get possession of the 


papers, but he had failed. He recognized the 
fact that the books and papers should be pro- 
duced. He was in a most embarrassing position. 
He could not get the papers. Lf he consulted his 
Own personal convenience he would withdraw 
from the case. He felt, however, that as be had 
been asked to act for good and honest Repub- 
licans in the Sixteenth District he should not 
give up his position of counsel. 

Mr. Hamilton said that, although he sympa- 
thized with Mr. Townley, he couldn't help but 
feel that the other side had confessed judgment. 
He thought the committee should decide against 
the sitting delegation without hearing any fur- 
ther evidence. 

“Tam informed,” replied Mr. Townley, “ that 
the books and papers are either in the hands of 
Capt. Cregan or Secretary Fisher. I have tried 
to zet them, but have failed. At any rate, we 
claim that no proper notification of contest was 
served,” 

The members of the committee consulted for 
afew moments, after which Mr. Lyon said that, 
while it was plain that Mr. .Hamuiiton should 
have tbe books and papers that were culled for, 
it might be as well to goon with the taking of 
such testimony as would not directly relate to 
to the contents of the papers which had been 
called for. 

Mr. Hamilton called Valentine Fredericks, 
who testitied that he had been a Republican for 
over 20 years. He had offered to vote at the 
recent primary election, but his vote was re- 
fused, the Inspectors of Election claiming that 
his name was not on the roll. John R. Pope, 
the Chairman of the Board of Inspectors at the 
primary eleciion, who is one of the sitting dele- 
gation, was asked to identify a copy of the poll 
list furnishe:t by the Secretary of the Republican 
County Committee. This he did in a qualified 
form. The poll list had been copied in Capt. 
Cregan’s rooms at-the Ashland House. He 
claimed that everything at the primary in ques- 
tion had been conducted honestly. 

Mr. Hamilton said that he had no more testi- 
mony to offer until the books and papers that 
had been called for had been produced. Mr, 
Lyon said that the committee directed all the 


papers called for by the contestants to be pro- | 


duced. The committee then adjourned until 
Monday eveuing next. Mr. Townley said that, 
as counsel, be had done everything possible to 
get the papers, and he abselved himself from 
further effurts in that direction.

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A HEAD IN MINIAIURE. 


A CURIOSITY OF THE PRESERVING AR? 
OF THE OLD ECUADOR INDIANS, 

There is a cheerful little curiosity at the 
depot ox the Scott Stamp and Coin Company, 
721 Broadway. It is dark red in color, looks 
like baked clay, is no bigger than the bowl of a 
pipe, which it much resembles, and yet is act 
ually the head of a full-grown Indian Chief. 

There is @ tribe of Indians in Ecuador, in 
South America, whose habitat is the eastern 
slope of the Andes, around the headwaters of 
the Amazon. Their ancestors had a custom, 
which prevailed among several otber savage 
tribes, of preserving the heads of some of their 
dead. Their method, however, was unlike any 
other known. They removed all the bony struct- 
ure from the skull, and then, in seme way which 
never has become known to the outside world, 
compressed the fleshy portion down to the 
smallest possible size, and then hardened and 
preserved it from decay. The knowledge of the 

rocess has been lost to the Indians, and all the 

eads now in their possession are supposed to be 
at least 300 years old. It is said by the Scott 
Company’s agent that this head is the.second of 
the kind that ever left Ecuador, the Indians re- 
fusing to part with them at any price, ag they 
are semi religious sy mbols and deeply venerated. 

‘The one at the depot has the features verfectly 
preserved though in niiniature form. The eyes 
are merely little closed cavities, the cheeks ure 
shrunken in, while the mouth and ears are g 
little larger in proportion than in life, having 
apparently shrunken less than the other parts, 
The thick, coarse black hair, which is about q 
footin length, has thickened so at the roots as 
the scalp has shrunk that it cannot be parted. 
There is a seam coarsely sewn up the back of 
the bead showing how the scaip was cut to re- 
move the skull. There is also a cord running 
from the seam upward to hang the relic with, 
and another set of cords attached by three smal! 
hules to the projecting lips. Altogether the ob- 
ject is a very strange one and bears every evi- 
dence of its perfect autuenticity. 

The agent who was exhibiting it yesterday to 
any who cared to see it furnished an interesting 
fact concerning Peruvian mummies. Some time 
ago @ tourist obtained in Peru a lot of mummy 
eyes, Which were preserved in some way that 
rendered them imperishable. He gave them to 
a jeweler to round and polish, in order that they 
might be set as a lady’s necklace, and all the 
workinen engaged in polishing them were se- 
riously poisoned, the poison coming from the 
dust of arsenic used in their preservation. It 
appears, however.that they were not human eyes, 
but the eres of the cuttletish. which are the ouly 
eyes Known which are indestructible, and which 
were used by the Peruvians to replace the 
-shrunken orbs of the dead.
